For my people have committed two 
evils; they have forsaken me the fountain of living wa- 
ters, and hewed them out cisterns, broken cisterns .. .” 


ISING FROM THE REALMS of obscurity, Jere- 

miah proclaimed this message of God at a time 

when the spirituality of Judah was most deplor- 
able. Disrespect for God’s law was so abounding in every 
home; heathenism was so exalted in every village; and 
a mockery of Jehovah’s true plan of worship was so 
prevalent, that this weeping prophet, who knew the 
source of his people’s life, and who understood their 
stupid substitution, could think of no more vivid de- 
scription than that they preferred cisterns—broken cis- 
terns—to the fountain of life. 

Relentless time has marched on for many centuries; 
kingdoms have arisen and fallen; empires have blos- 
somed and withered, but man’s irreverence for God has 
nowise lessened. Darkening the horizon of the Far East 
today is the ever-threatening cloud of Communism, wav- 
ing aloft its banner of atheism; shrouding the demo- 
cratic peoples of the West is the smothering cloak of 
Phariseeism, proclaiming to all its supposed election to 
solve its own problems. As we observe the Communists’ 
disrespect of life and the American diplomats’ proposal 
of security in things of their own device, the conclusion 
is that one mockingly says, “There is no God,” while 
the other as forcefully says, “I need no God.” 

Most of us, as citizens of so great a Nation as ours, 
reject the thought that we are lowering the Christian 
standard, which has for so long elucidated our road to 
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success. However, observe in every city people’s uncon- 
trolled lust for the material things of life—lust which 
propells them headlong through six busy days and: per- 
mits them to pause on the seventh only to add sh 

to shame. Notice the many beautifully built church 
which lift, heavenward, meaningless towers—towers un- 
der which every type of crime or immoral act may be 
enacted. Also, notice the smug confidence with which 
the average person says, “Why, nothing will happen to 
our Nation, because we are a Christian people, and 
God will protect us.” All too clearly these and many other 
considerations reveal that we, today, have forsaken God. 
We are certainly guilty of the first great evil for which 
God’s prophet Jeremiah lamented. 

Should a person forsake his normal diet for a few days, 
he would need but little, if any, persuasion to return. 
He would realize that food is the very source of life, 
and that he must have proper food for proper health. 
However, should he be wayward long enough to substi- 
tute drink, drugs, or unhealthy foods, he would need a 
great deal of persuasion before he would return to prop- 
er food. So we can see that substitution, though inade- 
quate, can eventually satisfy. 

And so it is with us in our relationship with our Father. 
Not only have we forsaken Him, the Giver and Sustainer 
of life, but we have so consistently substituted our own 
putrid, cistern water for the pure, wholesome water of 
life that we have become complacent. 


WOULD YOU LIKE TO KNOW what I mean? 
First, we have exalted patriotism above liberalism in our 
relationship with our fellow man. Certainly, it is well 
that we respect self, it is nice that we appreciate our 
country enough to render service, and it is commanded 
by God that we stand steadfast upon certain principles, 
in spite of odds against them. However, when our re- 
spect for self narrows to such conceit that we can see no 
others; when our appreciation for country deteriorates 
to such idolatry that country precedes God; and when 
our stand for principles expands to such stupid obstinacy 
that we overlook God’s commandment of love; we make 
one of our most respected attributes an abomination in 
the sight of God. 

Second, we substitute church membership for God’s 
fellowship. Oh, pity the day when first our churches ob- 
tained such importance as to be desired socially. It is 
now proper that all belong to some church, but do all 
church members possess sincerity? Do all know Jesus 
Christ as a living, personal Saviour? No, they do not! 
You know, as well as I, that some who once actually knew 
our Christ are now fallen asleep withint this false se- 
curity. Many have never experienced Christ at all, and 
others hide sinful thoughts and deeds behind their pious 
cloaks. 

Third, we have chosen licentiousness for conscientious- 
ness. Serving God is a personal matter—so personal that 
to serve truthfully requires a deep inward sense of good 
and evil. For most people, however, this sense has been 
greatly reduced from such close contact with flesh- 
appealing evils. Every week, 85,000,000 Americans attend 
our 17,000 motion picture theatres. Certainly drink is a 
problem, even for our youth, because every week 3,768,000 
gallons of bottled whiskey are produced—to say nothing 
of the beer. Also, it is stated that approximately ten bil- 
lion dollars are spent each year for commercial =“

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In Jesus Christ we become 


© God's Purchased Possession

In 1 Corinthians 6:19, 20, the Apostle Paul wrote: 
“What? know ye not that your body is the temple of the 
Holy Ghost which is in you, which ye have of God, and 
ye are not your own? For ye are bought with a price: 
therefore glorify God in your body, and in your spirit, 
which are God’s.” 


WOULD LIKE to direct your attention, in par- 
Yg ticular, to a portion of this passage of Scripture: 

“. .. ye are not your own, for ye are bought with 
@ price...” 

From the years 1861 to 1865, this country of ours wit- 
nessed a terrible and destructive war between the states 
of the North and the South. The social and economic 
systems of our country were thrown into turmoil; homes 
were broken up, and thousands of Americans lost their 
lives. The South justified her aggression by stating that 
she was suffering, due to improper and unbalanced rep- 
resentation in Congress. The states of the North, op- 
posed to the slave trade of the South, declared that they 
were fighting to preserve the Union. Both the Union and 
Confederate armies were deeply convinced that the goals 
they fought to attain were worth every untiring effort. 
Consequently, a terrific price was paid by all involved. 

In Cleveland, Tennessee, about a block and a half from 
the Lee College campus, a monument has been erected in 
honor of the Confederate dead of that community. On 
this monument is the inscription: “Man is not born to 
himself alone, but to his country.” When I first beheld 
those words, I was made to think of man and his rela- 
tionship to his God: “Man is not born to himself alone, 
but to his God.” Immediately my mind rec-ptured the 
scene of Calvary and the sufferings of Chri:t. Man has 
the solemn obligation to live for God be ause of His 
grace and love extended to him. 

The sin of man has a long history. It began when 
the serpent deceived Adam and Eve in the Garden of 
Eden. Because of man’s original sin, following genera- 
tions have inherited his sinful nature and have need of 
reconciliation to God. Paul tells us in Romans 5:12a, 
“.. by one man sin entered into the world, and death 
by sin .. .” He makes this more emphatic by saying in 
Romans 3:23, “For all have sinned, and come short of the 
glory of God.” 

All through the ages man has been conscious of his 
need of redemption and freedom from the curse of death. 
He attempted to gain reconciliation to God through the 
blood sacrifices of bulls and goats, and through various 
ceremonies and rituals. In desperation, man grasped 
firmly God’s first promise of a coming Redeemer, as re- 
corded in Genesis 3:15: “And I will put enmity between 
thee and the woman, and between thy seed and her seed; 
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it shall bruise thy head, and thou shalt bruise his heel.” 
Hundreds of years passed by; man, still in great antici- 
pation, longed for the coming of the Prince of Peace 
spoken of by the prophets. 


FINALLY, “when the fullness of time was 
come,” God sent His Son into the world to die for sinful 
man. Only the virgin-born Christ Jesus could atone for 
man’s sins; only through Him could man receive spir- 
itual redemption. Evangelist Billy Graham, in his book 
Peace With God, explains the situation this way: One 
day a biologist was walking through a field and stepped 
on an ant-hill. He had studied the habits and customs 
of ants, and he realized that he had accidentally ruined 
one of the most intricate and wonderful works of nature. 
As he saw the ants in their state of confusion, he felt 
sorry for them. However, the biologist knew that unless 
he himself could become an ant, he could never tell them 
just how much it grieved him to see them running to 
and fro in their undone, confused plight. One day God 
realized that He could never express to man His sorrow- 
fulness for man’s sinful condition unless He Himself be- 
came a man and lived with men. Paul said in Philippians 
2:6-8 that Jesus Christ: “...in the form of God, thought 
it not robbery to be equal with God: But made himself of 
no reputation, and took upon him the form of a servant, 
and was made in the likeness of men: And being found 
in fashion as a man, he humbled himself, and became 
obedient unto death, even the death of the cross.” 

When God, incarnate in Jesus Christ, bowed His head 
on Calvary, He said, “It is finished.” What is finished, 
Jesus—your life, your work? No! God’s plan of salvation 
had been completed! The author of Hebrews 9:12-13 said, 
“If the blood of bulls and of goats . . . sanctifieth to the 
purifying of the flesh: how much more shall the blood 
of Christ . . . purge your conscience from dead works to 
serve the living God?” Dr. Robert G. Lee says, in his ser- 
mon “The Debt Christ Paid,” that when Jesus was sus- 
pended on the cross, He implied to the sinner, “Put your 
sins on my account.” 1 Peter 1:18, 19 states that we are 
not redeemed with corruptible things, such as silver and 
gold, but with the precious blood of Christ. 

All mankind can reiterate the words of Paul as found 
in Romans 1:14: “I am debtor .. .” Jesus paid our debt 
to God; therefore, we are indebted to Jesus, who died in 
our place. We are not our own, but we are His. We are 
bought with a price—the precious blood of the Son of 
God. 

Sinner Friend, can you willfully neglect your undone 
spiritual condition before God? Can you fail to acknowl- 
edge your indebtedness to Christ? Can you not realize

sin originated in heaven and was caused by a 
beautiful being—the anointed cherub. In Ezekiel 28:12b- 
17 we find these words about Lucifer and his fall into 
sin, “Thus saith the Lord God: Thou sealest up the 
sum, full of wisdom, and perfect in beauty. 

“Thou hast been in Eden the garden of God; every 
precious stone was thy covering, the sardius, topaz, and 
the diamond, the beryl, the onyx, and the jasper, the 
sapphire, the emerald, and the carbuncle, and gold: the 
workmanship of thy tabrets and of thy pipes was pre- 
pared in thee in the day that thou wast created. 

“Thou art the anointed cherub that covereth; and I 
have set thee so; thou wast upon the holy mountain of 
God; thou hast walked up and down in the midst of 
the stones of fire. Thou wast perfect in thy ways from 
the day that thou wast created, till iniquity was found 
in thee. By the multitude of thy merchandise they have 
filled the midst of thee with violence, and thou hast 
sinned: therefore I will cast thee as profane out of the 
mountain of God: and I will destroy thee, O covering 
cherub, from the midst of the stones of fire. 

“Thine heart was lifted up because of thy beauty, 
thou hast corrupted thy wisdom by reason of thy bright- 
ness: I will cast thee to the ground, I will lay thee before 
kings, that they may behold thee.” 

Also, in Isaiah 14:12-17, “How art thou fallen from 
heaven, O Lucifer, son of the morning! how art thou 
cut down to the ground, which didst weaken the nations! 
For thou hast said in thine heart, I will ascend into 
heaven, I will exalt my throne above the stars of God: 
I will sit also upon the mount of the congregation, in 


W HEN I THINK ABOUT sin I hear the hiss of 
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the sides of the north: I will ascend above the heights 
of the clouds; I will be like the most High. Yet thou 
shalt be brought down to hell, to the sides of the pit. 
They that see thee shall narrowly look upon thee, an 
consider thee, saying, Is this the man that made th 
earth to tremble, that did shake kingdoms; That made 
the world as a wilderness, and destroyed the cities there- 
of; that opened not the house of his prisoners?” 

From the above Scripture, I imagine I see a land where 
God dwelt and reigned supreme—a land of perfect love, 
peace, joy, and happiness for the celestial beings that 
inhabited that holy place. God’s throne was overshad- 
owed by the wings of a perfect and beautiful cherub. 
This cherub, Lucifer, said in his heart, “I will be above 
God,” and he led a rebellion in heaven against God. A 
third of the angels of heaven rebelled with Lucifer. Rev- 
elation 12:4a, 7-9, “And his tail drew the third part of 
the stars of heaven, and did cast them to the earth: ... 
And there was war in heaven: Michael and his angels 
fought against the dragon; and the dragon fought and 
his angels, And prevailed not; neither was their place 
found any more in heaven. And the great dragon was 
cast out, that old serpent, called the Devil, and Satan, 
which deceiveth the whole world: he was cast out into 
the earth, and his angels were cast out with him.” 


JESUS SAID IN LUKE 10:18, “I beheld Sa- 
tan as lightning fall from heaven.” Lucifer and his re- 
bellious angels were cast down to earth. On earth they 
did not stop their fight against God but engineered a 
plan to get man to rebel against God. 

God made man and woman, Adam and Eve, and gave 
them the earth to live on. He gave them dominion over 
the fish of the sea, the fowls of the air, the cattle and 
creeping things, and over all the earth. What a wealthy 
couple they were! Adam and Eve were perfect in soul, 
spirit, and body. They lived happily in the beautiful 
Garden of Eden. God gave unto them only one law of 
“thou shalt not,” and that was that they were forbidden 
to eat of the tree of the knowledge of good and evil. 
Genesis 2:16, 17, “And the Lord God commanded the 
man, saying, Of every tree of the garden thou mayest 
freely eat: But of the tree of the knowledge of good and 
evil, thou shalt not eat of it: for in the day that thou 
eatest thereof thou shalt surely die.”

Ye shall not 
surely die: For God doth know that in the day ye eat 
thereof, then your eyes shall be opened, and ye shall be as 
gods, knowing good and evil,” Genesis 3:1b, 4b, 5. Mother 
Eve looked, desired, and ate; then she gave unto her 
husband. We have this warning in 1 John 2:15, 16, “Love 
not the world, neither the things that are in the world. 
If any man love the world, the love of the Father is not 
in him. For all that is in the world, the lust of the flesh, 
and the lust of the eyes, and the pride of life, is not of 
the Father, but is of the world.” 

Some Bible definitions of sin are: Romans 14:23c, “For 
whatsoever is not of faith is sin.”

1:18; 1 Samuel 15:23. 

When Adam and Eve sinned, sin went like a poison 
into their system—Into every nerve and cell of their 
body; into their mind, heart, and soul. Sin took entire 
charge of them and they became slaves to sin. As sin 
was controlled by Lucifer, naturally he claimed them as 
his, since they had sold themselves to sin by disobeying 
God and doing Lucifer’s bidding. After Adam and Eve 
rebelled against God, He drove them out of Edefi. Out 
of Eden they went into a world, cursed by God, where 
thorns and thistles grew more easily than fruits and veg- 
etables. While Adam and Eve were in Eden it had been 
a pleasure to dress the garden, but out of Eden there 
was toil, sweat, hardship, sickness, pain, and death. Adam 
and Eve’s new master, Lucifer, held the lash of sin, lust, 
and evil over their heads and worked his way and will 
in their lives, desires, and hearts. Lucifer’s ways and 
plans were directly opposite God’s ways and plans. 

This lonely couple, who had lived in Eden and had 
walked with God in the cool of the day, knew good and 
evil. To their horror they found themselves in a very 
miserable condition, for, although they knew good, they 
did evil: although evil was hateful to them, evil was 
what they did. We find their condition described in 
Romans 7:15-24, “For that which I do I allow not: for 
what I would, that do I not; but what I hate, that do I. 
If then I do that which I would not, I consent into the 
law that it is good. Now then it is no more I that do it; 
but sin that dwelleth in me. For I know that in me (that 
is, in my flesh) dwelleth no good thing: for to will is 
present with me; but how to perform that which is good 
I find not. For the good that I would I do not: but the 
evil which I would not, that I do. Now if I do that I would 
not, it is no more I that do it, but sin that dwelleth in 
me. I find then a law, that, when I would do good, evil 
is present with me. For I delight in the law of God after 
the inward man: But I see another law in my members, 
warring against the law of my mind, and bringing me 
into captivity to the law of sin which is in my members. 
O wretched man that I am! Who shall deliver me from 
the body of this death?” 

Not only were Adam and Eve made sinners and rebels 
against God by their act of disobedience, but their chil- 
dren or descendants were also made sinners. Their chil- 
dren were born with their backs to God. Romans 5:12, 
“Wherefore, as by one man sin entered into the world, 
and death by sin; and so death passed upon all men, 
for that all have sinned.” Romans 3:9, “What then? are 
we better than they? No, in no wise: for we have before 
proved both Jews and Gentiles, that they are all under 
sin.” Romans 3:23, “For all have sinned, and come short 
of the glory of God.” Psalm 51:5, “Behold, I was shapen 
in iniquity; and in sin did my mother conceive me.” 

Now Adam, Eve, and their descendants were subject 
to the flesh or earthly desires. Galatians 5:19-21la, “Now 
the works of the flesh are manifest, which are these; 
adultery, fornication, uncleanness, lasciviousness, Idola- 
try, witchcraft, hatred, variance, emulations, wrath, 
strife, seditions, heresies, Envyings, murders, drunken- 
ness revellings, and such like.” The final penalty of sin 

death. Genesis 2:17b, “For in the day that thou eatest 
thereof thou shalt surely die.” Genesis 5:5, “And all the 
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days that Adam lived were nine hundred and thirty 
years: and he died.” Romans 6:23a, “For the wages of 
sin is death.” 1 Corinthians 15:21, 22; James 1:15; Reve- 
lation 20:6-14 are other references. They were subjects 
of spiritual death, physical death, and the second death. 

Thank God I do not have to say “finished” here to the 
subject of sin, but there is a way of escape for every lost 
sinner, for every rebel, for every lost sheep that has gone 
astray from God. In His love God planned a way of de- 
liverance from sin, sickness, and death. 

One day the Word, the Son of God, left heaven and 
was born a Babe into this sin-cursed world. He came into 
the human family that He might reach human beings 
and help them to understand God. He lived as a man 
among men, but He was a man without sin. God’s Man, 
Jesus, lived as God wants every man ,to live—in God’s 
will, subject to God’s best. Jesus lived the God-directed 
life. Isaiah 61:1-3, “The Spirit of the Lord is upon me; 
because the Lord hath anointed me to preach good tid- 
ings unto the meek; he hath sent me to bind up the 
brokenhearted, to proclaim liberty to the captives, and 
the opening of the prison to them that are bound; To 
proclaim the acceptable year of the Lord, and the day 
of vengeance of our God; to comfort all that mourn; To 
appoint unto them that mourn in Zion, to give unto 
them beauty for ashes, the oil of joy for mourning, the 
garment of praise for the spirit of heaviness; that they 
might be called trees of righteousness, the planting of the 
Lord, that he might be glorified.” 

Jesus was born to die; He came to die for others’ sins. 
This fact is made clear in the following Scriptures: 
Leviticus 17:11, “For the life of the flesh is in the blood: 
and I have given it to you upon the altar to make an 
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atonement for your souls: for it is the blood that maketh 
an atonement for the soul.” Romans 5:8, “But God com- 
mendeth his love toward us, in that, while we were yet 
sinners, Christ died for us.” 1 Corinthians 15:3, “For I 
delivered unto you first of all that which I also received, 
how that Christ died for our sins according to the scrip- 
tures.” John 3:16; John 15:13; Isaiah 53. 

Jesus spilt His blood on the cross, and died that sinners 
may be delivered from sin. When a person realizes that 
he is a sinner, becomes sorry for his sins, believes that 
Jesus died for his sins, asks God to save him from sin 
for Jesus’ sake, then believes that God saved him, at 
that moment God forgives the sinner for Jesus’ sake 
and blots out his sin. 

Romans 8:2, 32, “For the law of the Spirit of life in 
Christ Jesus hath made me free from the law of sin 
and death. He that spared not his own Son, but delivered 
him up for us all, how shall he not with him also freely 
give us all things?” 2 Corinthians 5:17, “Therefore if any 
man be in Christ, he is a new creature: old things are 
passed away; behold, all things are become new.” 

And as Christ arose from the dead, so the sinner arises 
from his place of prayer a child of God to live the vic- 
torious life over sin, the flesh, and the world through 
Christ, in this present world and the world to come. Glory
